Calcutta, India, April 3. — The 
European quarter of the city is in 
panic today, following 24 hours of 
interm ittent rioting between Hindu 
and Moslem fanatics. 
The situation 
is grave. 
Reports put the death list today 
at IO killed and 30 wounded. 
It 
previously had been estimated that 
today’s rioting had cost more lives 
than that. 
The native leaders have lost con­ 
trol of their followers and a British 
regiment is patrolling the affected 
ureas in armored cars. 
Considerable 
looting 
and 
incendiarism 
already 
have occurred. 


Calcutta. India, April 3. — Mobs 
looted and burned shops today as the 
Hindu-Moslem riots of yesterday were 
resumed. 
Troops are patrolling the 
streets and machine guns have been 
placed at strategic points in an ef­ 
fort to control the fanatically religi­ 
ous Indians. 
It is believed that today’s casual­ 
ties exceed those of yesterday, when 
it was estimated that 20 
persons 
were killed and 150 wounded. 
One 
hospital alone contains 85 of yester­ 
day’s casualties, IO of 
whom 
are 
likely to die. 
The wounded include the English 
Deputy Police Commissioner Bartley, 
Sergeant H. Davies of the European 
police, and an English professor of 
Calcutta University. 
Early this morning a 
band

and desecrated an idol. The Hindus 
and descrated an Idol. 
The Hindus 
retaliated by firing a large mosque. 
The riots spread to the Howrah Hill 
area. 
Around St. Colootl^ coiffe., 
and the Mcehua Bazaar ambulances; 
were busy picking up injured^rioters. 


The current riot 
began 
in » the 
northern part of the city yesterday. 
In previous clashes between the] re­ 
ligious sects the rioters have bpitled 
for hours before the police, or weari­ 
ness, compelled them to stop. .Thous­ 
ands of persons have 
engaged 
in 
previous riots of this kind, one of 
which was immortalized in a short 
story by Kipling. 
Moslems usually jeer Hindus on 
the latters’ feast days and the Hindus 
reply in kind during Moslem feasts. 
From taunts the trouble easily prog­ 
resses to blows.

tion, a 42.000,000.000 baking

cern, which the United States charg­ 
ed had organized in 
violation 
of 
anti-trust law's, today filed a consent 
decree to the unit, dissolving the en­ 
tire corporation. 
Attorney 
General 
Sargent 
an­ 
nounced the decree filed in the Unit­ 
ed States district court at Baltimore 
provides for the complete separation 
of the Ward Baking Corporation, the 
General Baking Corporation and the 
Continental Baking Corporation. 
The 
food 
products 
corporation 
pledged itself to dissolve within 30 
days, forfeit all its corporate privi­ 
leges and surrender its charter 
to 
the state of Maryland. 
Pending final dissolution, the cor 
poration is enjoined 
from 
issuing 
any capital stock, acquiring property 
or transacting any 
business 
other 
than necessary to term inate its ex­ 
istence. 
Under the decree the most sweep­ 
ing of Its kind ever entered in an 
anti-trust ease, the General Baking 
corporation promised to reduce 
its 
authorized capital stock by cutting

AR A B SEES BEAUTY 
IN DESERT WASTES 


Luxury W orld Offers Hat 
No Attraction for Him. 


The traveler In Arabia is impressed 
first with the desolation of the land­ 
scape, says Paul W. Harrison in “The 
Arab at Home.” 
The desert, which is 
the real borne of the Arab, includes 
practically the whole of the peninsula 
except the two .southern corners and 
the western edge, where low moun­ 
tain ranges take Its place. 
It Is for 
the most p art a plateau rising to a 
height of some 125 feet above the sea 
and more than that in its western 
part. 
It is not a uniform expanse of 
sand, as popular imagination pictures 
it. 
By far the greater p art is rooky, 
and there Is a certain amount of good 
arable soil. 
The feature that distin­ 
guishes the desert and gives it its par­ 
ticular characteristics is its aridity. 
During the winter and spring there 
may be as much as three to six inches 
of rainfall. 
For the remainder of the 
year there Is none. 
The rocky plains stretch from hori­ 
zon to horizon. 
Sometimes the land­ 
scape Is dead flat; sometimes rolling, 
as in our western prairies in the vi­ 
cinity of a great river. 
For some 
hours the traveler from the n a s a oasis 
near the Persian gulf coast to Riyadh 
in inland Arabia passes over a great 
rocky plain which is quite black. From 
a distance the imagination pictures ii 
as an immense asphalt roof covering 
some inferno of heat underneath, but 
once readied it is found so solid that 
It seems rather as if the very frame­ 
work of the earth has been upheaved 
to view. 
Tile crevices and irregulari­ 
ties are filled with yellow sand which 
at times almost obliterates the black 
foundation underneath. 
. 
. 
. 
Certain p arts of the desert are vast 
expanses of sand, quite according to 
the popular imagination. 
It is a yel­ 
lowish, 
cream-colored 
sand, 
and 
it 
drifts into great dunes, fifty feet high 
or blore. 
And there are people who live In 
that desert, not travelers only, but 
perm anent residents. 
They live there 
not merely during the spring when 
there is a little rain, but the year 
around. 
How can men live in a coun­ 
try like that? The well is the answer. 
The little green vegetation to be seen 
in the spring when the meager rains 
come soon dries down, and the inexpe­ 
rienced eye of the stranger would 
scarcely find It. 
Nevertheless, it is 
sufficient for goats and camels and 
perhaps sheep to graze upon if wells 
can be found in addition where they 
can be watered every evening. 
So it 
happens that the most precious things 
in Arabia are the wells. 
Caravan 
routes may be crooked, but the reason 
Is never far to seek. 
. . . 
It is the 
well that is the essential thing. W her­ 
ever w ater can be secured, there men 
can live. It is not such a life as would 
be popular in America, but men live, 
and 
women 
live, and children live 
there, and love their desert with an 
unparalleled devotion. 
Transplanted 
to a real garden spot of the earth, 
they weep for a glimpse of their be­ 
loved desert. 
The love of the desert is a very 
deep and a very beautiful thing. 
For 
political purposes one of these desert 
chiefs was urged to give up his resi­ 
dence in the open and arid desert and 
come to live in the town. The greater 
comfort and luxury to be found in the 
town were pointed out to him as con­ 
trasted with the hardship:- and loneli­ 
ness of the desert; but the old chief 
did not see it that wax*. 
In the 
town.” he said. “I have no doubt that 
I shall find all the things which you 
describe, hut out here in the desert I 
have my family and my goats, great 
distances and God."

MORE WORKERS ANI) LESS MIDDLEMEN 


R o g e r VV. B auson , nationally known statistician and financial 
authority, was in Florida som e weeks ago and he Rave them some 
sage advice which applies to any com m unity that w ishes to pros­ 
per. 
“ What Florida needs is more workers and fewer persons 
who wish to be middlemen and live off the other fellow’s labor, j 
A fter the people of Florida realize that they can’t live on the in­ 
crease in value of real estate alone, this state will become one 
of the nation’s greatest. 
“Real estate men ask when property values will show a fur­ 
ther rise. 
I tell them that real estate will increase in value when 
real estate men put on overalls and start to work, and the real 
estate busses are used to haul celery and citrus fruits and straw ­ 
berries, instead of prospects. 
“ Florida must go to work. 
The state has the sunshine and 
the soil. 
All it lacks is workers.’’ 
The statistician blames the “ binder boys” for the readjust­ 
ment of prices, which he regards as certain for the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
“These men, most of them from the north, have been un­ 
successful there and it is only reasonable to expect that they will 
not be successful here. 
They have never worked and Florida 
can’t change them.” 
“ Rents and prices in general in the state will drop 50 per 
cent before the increase in population and the solid development 
of the state justifies another increase. 
Rentals have been entirely 
out of proportion and they must readjust themselves. 
The high 
cost of living in Florida must he remedied before the state can 
develop as its natural resources indicate. 
“ Florida has been very busy in the last few months, but it 
has been like the two men who kept themselves busy washing- 
each other’s clothes. 
They didn’t produce anything.” 
Mr. Babson illustrated his point by telling the sources of 
the food served in Tampa hotels: 
“ The peaches are from Georgia, the flour from Minneapolis, 
the coffee .from Brazil and even the cream comes from far-off 
Wisconsin. 
Some of these things, at least, should be from Flo­ 
rida,” he said. 
In regard to the rich farm lands of the state, Mr. Babson 
said that work in Florida would produce twice as much as a like 
amount in the north. 
“The whole trouble has been that some 
people in Florida have been trying to delude themselves into be­ 
lieving that they can live in Florida without working” 
“ Florida has been like an adolescent boy. 
You couldn’t tell 
her anything. 
This stage is rapidly passing, and the passing of 
this stage augurs well for its future.” 


NAVIGATION ABOVE NT. ANTHONV\S FALLS 


T h e St. Cloud Daily Journal-Press is publishing an interest­ 
ing series of articles entitled “ Navigation Above St. A nthony’s 
Falls,” prepared by Fred A. Hill, secretary, Pioneer Rivermen’s 
Association, and originally published in the Burlington, Iowa, 
Post. 
Eight installments have been published and to date no one 
seems to have penetrated the Mississippi to Brainerd. 
Naviga­ 
tion seems to have been effected from St. Paul to St. Cloud, for on 
one occasion the Enterprise steamboat dug into wheat stored at 
various points and with the help of her barges brought it out in 
good sized lots, taking from St. Cloud alone over 20,000 bushels 
on her first ten trips, in the early sixties. In addit ion to the early 
merchandise business, early in May, 1861, we believe she began 
on a seven hundred ton contract for the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
On one occasion she made a hurry up round trip to St. Cloud in 
39 hours and brought down 1,800 sacks of wheat. 
“Baldwin Brow n’s boat came out and was christened the St. 
Cloud, and was the sixth boat built above the falls. 
She made 
one trip to St. Cloud but got into trouble on the two subsequent 
trips on Coon rapids and broke some of her machinery on each 
occasion. 
She wasn’t a success for the swift w ater on the upper 
river.”

T h e "B rainerd Boy Life Survey" as taken from the Brainerd 
public schools, and covering data secured from 603 boys reveals 
a shocking condition in the column devoted to “Boys Using To­ 
bacco.” 
The boys who confessed using tobacco should be credited with 
one redeeming virtue, they admitted using it. 
There may be a 
largejsercentage using tobacco, but refusing to admit it. 
The entire tabulation was made public and commented on at 
the recent Rotary meeting, by Scout Executive Perry Newton. 
H ere are the figures: 
IO year old boys using tobacco, 3.5 per cent, l l year, 12.3 
per cent. 12 years, 1.9 per cent. 
IS years, 9.3 per cent. ' 14 years, 
8 per cent, 
lo years, 7.6 per cent. 16 years, 16 per cent.

years, 27 per cent. 
18 years, 36 per cent. 
There is a law forbidding the sale of cigarets to minors and 
the figures published above indicate that the boys are getting 
them for their use. 
7 he most common use of tobacco by young 
people is in the form of cigarets. 
Dealers of the city should see 
that the cigaret law is obeyed.

But the cure works! 
Science gave Pasteur the clue as to the direction in which to 
look for a cure. Even without all the facts he found it. 
Science can give to faith the clue as to the direction in which 
to look for evidence in support of the belief in immortality. 
And 
faith, looking, has followed on to sublime hopes and profound 
convictions. 
And the belief works. 
Men, believing that the known life has a determining effect 
upon t hi' unknown life, turn frivolity into seriousness, and care­ 
lessness into character. 
The doctrine of immortality is worth saving at any cost. 
It lends dignity, worth, seriousness, purpose, moral weight, eter­ 
nal value and righteous judgment to human life.

The team is to play a special team match in Paris against the French 
women and then leave for England to play In the Wightman Cup matches and 
the British national championships at Wimbledon. 
The French and British teams have not been named but it is almost Cer­ 
tain that Miles. Didi Vlasta and Henrietta Contoslavos will play oil the 
French team. 

Suzanne Lenglen, if she has recovered from her indis­ 
position, may also play against the Americans.
